Delivers Keynote Speech.

Lansing, 
Mich., May 17.—Demo- 
crats of Michigan solidly supporting 
the renomination of President Wilson 
met in state convention here today 
Leaders declared the gathering would 
be entirely harmonious, but unevent- 
ful. 
Each of the thirteen state dis- 
tricts will elect 
two 
delegates and 
two alternates to national convention 
Four delegates at large and four al- 
ternates also will be made. 
Lauding President Wilson as the 
man "who with infinite patience, ouiet 
courage 
and masterly 
ability, "and 
without sacrifice of national honor 
has successfully guided his country 
tnrough storm and danger," Congress- 
man Frank E. Doremus of Michigan 
chairman of the democratic national 
campaign committee, as 
temporary 
chairman, addressed the convention. 
His speech was regarded as keynote 
of his party's campaign in his state 
replete with comparison of republican 
policies and democratic practices He 
upheld the democratic tariff as a more 
equitable act than its 
predecessors. 
He spoke in glowing terms of the op- 
eration of the federal reserve banks 
and declared that never before had 
the country been so prosperous. 
Early in his speech he declared the 
satisfaction

Michigan democrats 
with Governor Woolbridge N. Ferris 
and urged his re-election. 
Referring to President Wilson's ef-

GREY'S STATEMENT 


REFUTED IN BERLIN 


Berlin, wireless, Saysville, May 17. 
—German 
newspapers 
discuss 
at 
length, the statements attributed 10 
the British 
foreign secretary, Sir 
Edward Grey in a recent interview in 
which he took up again the object ol 
the war, says tho Overseas 
News 
Agency. The newspapers agree that 
Sir Edward merely repeated state- 
ments, which already had been refut- 
ed by Chancellor Von Bethmann Holl- 
weg, who in his speech of August 19, 
1015, discussed Premier Asquith's ut- 
terances on the same topic. The 
premier then stated that Germany had 
made impossible an understanding 
with Great Britain in the negotiations 
before the war, by asking Great Brit- 
ain to pledge her absolute neutrality 
in the event Germany became engaged 
in war. The chancellor pointed oui, 
however, that Germany had asked as- 
surances of Great Britain's neutrality 
in case war should be forced upon 
Germany, which is quite a different 
thing inasmuch as it excluded pos- 
sibility that Great Britain would be. 
forced to remain neutral i£ Germany 
should entertain Intention of aggres- 
sive action. 


Refute Grey's Statement. 
The newspapers refute the declara- 
tion of the British foreign secretary 
that England had no intention of act-i 
ing aggressively toward Germany by 
quoting secret reports 
of Belgian i 
diplomats, which show the manner in 
which British diplomacy had aimed 
for years to isolate Germany and ex- 
pose her to the attack of a coalition. 
Sir Edward Grey's remark in regard 
to restoration 
of Belgium, are an- 
swered by pointing out that Chancel- 
lor Von BoUiman Hollweg in his lat- 
est speech indicated Germany favors 
really a neutral and really an inde- 
pendent Belgium, 
a 
1 state which is 
willing to collaborate with Germany 
and with other countries. 
Sir Edward disregards well estab- 
lished facts, the newspapers say, and 
therefore his utterances are hardly 
likely to promote the cause of peace, 
although he does not use the high 
standing phrase that Germany ought 
to be crushed, which previously had 
usually been given as Great Britain's 
object in the war.

One prisoner said he lay on the 
floor of a. house or stable for two dp.ys 
and the only soft thing about him was 
Ms-own blood. His uniform had been 
entirely shot away by the explosive 
which had cost him K leg. 
Some of 
the soldiers said they had been robbed 
by Cossacks as they lay wounded in 
the field, money and little trinkets of 


from them. It became & custom, the 
Austrians said, for the wounded to 
turn their pockets inside out as they 
lay upon the frozen ground to- show 
they had nothing and thus escape a 
bayonet prod. 
The Swedish .doctors in charge of 
the hospital trains listen 
to these 
stories with .indulgent smiles. They 
say undoubtedly there have been cases 
of great hardship, but the wounded 
soldier as a rule is very keen for sym- 
pathy and talks accordingly. 
Cases of Diesease. 
There were two pitiful cases of tu- 
berculosis on the train. The sands 
of lifi> were fast running out of the 
glass for one of these, but he seemed 
to grow a bit stronger as the train 
neareri -Trelleborg, where the prison- 
ers were to be transfered to a German 
hospital transport. 
"It will bel so good to get home," lie 
sighed.

FRANCE IS SATISFIED 


WITH CHINESE LABOR AND 


WILL IMPORT MORE MEN 


[BY ASSOCIATED PRESS.] 


Paris, May 17.—The experiment 
made in France with Chinese labor 
to replace men withdrawn from fac- 
tory and farm work by the war, has 
been so helpful from an economic 
point of view as to incite an exten- 
sion of the experiment. 
The senate 
army committee has reported favor- 
ably upon a proposition to employ- 
labor from France's Chinese colonies 
of Annam, Cochin-China and Tonkin, 
in all industries working for the gov- 
ernment and In the fields wherever 
farm help is needed. Fifty thousand 
Anamites altogether 
are 
either at 
work in France or waiting in French 
ports to be sent to destination, or on 
the way. 
The senate committee proposes to 
bring 
100,000 more 
Chinese. The 
North African colony of Algeria and 
the protectorates of Tunis and Mor- 
occo, as it is pointed out by Henry 
Berenger, a leading member of the 
army committee, are able to furnish 
100,000 Berberes and Kabylie work- 
men, while 30,000 at least could be 
drawn from Madagascar. 
With, the 
280,000 colonial soldiers incorporated 
in the French army 
since August 
1914, these 280.000 workmen would 
bring up to 560,000 the number of 
Chinese, Arabs, Berberes and Kaby- 
lies brought to France by the war. 
The social consequences 
of this 
heavy 
importation of Chinese labor 
have 
not 
apparently 
preoccupied 
either the members of the commit- 
tee of the army that has been study- 
ing the question 
or the general 
public. 
The 50,000 Chinese, whose 
utilization is already 
provided for, 
come to France under a contract for 
three years, which stipulates that af- 
ter the war- is over these oriental 
workmen 
may be employed in any 
other colonial possession outside of 
France. This is the only feature of 
the experiment suggesting apprehen- 
sion that, after the war Is over,, and 
the necessity for the substitution of 
importde labor has passed, a social 
question may arise requiring the de- 
portation of the colonial labor.

Like the eastern species, 
it has beea accused of destroying 
honeybees to a harmful extent, and re- 
mains of honeybees were found to 
constitute five per cent of the food of 
the individuals examined, but nearly 
ail those eaten were drones. 
Bees 


and wasps, in general, are the biggest 
item of food (3S per cent), grasshop- 
pers and crickets stand next (20 per 
cent), and beetles, mostly of noxious 
species, constitute 14 per cent of the 
food. 
The vegetable food consis'ts 


mostly of fruit, such as the elder and 
other berries, with a few seeds. This 
bird should be strictly preserved.
